policies cannot be determined. 
It would seem, that unless France 
is influenced by some motive other than the collection of repara­ 
tions, her present policy must soon come to an end. 
It is so much 
of the character of the killing of the goose that may lay the golden 
egg that, unless France is intent upon getting, not Hie egg but, 
killing' the goose, her aggression will soon be checked by papular 
demand. 
Indications point to the fact that France is playing a hand 
that contains good cards. Sin' is calling for a shown-down on the 
part of three nations. 
She holds better cards than Germany, and 
is inviting not only Germany but also Italy and England to show 
their cards. 
England has retired from the game for an interval and Italy 
is becoming suspicious of French policies. 
At present France is 
bidding for Italian workers to enter French territories to develop 
French resources. 
Whether Italy will agree to such a proposal 
remains to be seen, lint it is almost certain that England will ob­ 
ject to such a plan which would mean the loss of the Italian coal 
market which is so largely supplied by English mines. 
People are coming to see that France is playing for large 
stakes, that the economic questions are paramount, that the matter 
of reparations is unimportant as compared with the larger pro­ 
gram iii Europe, and that there is a grave danger that this eco­ 
nomic struggle will lead to the same dread results that a similar 
struggle brought about in 1911. 
While agreeing that France is 
entitled to reparations, other peoples will not concede that a policy 
that threatens a world catastrophy is justified. 
A recent cartoon which shows the dead of the allied nations 
.standing among their graves, and has as its title "In Vain,” seems 
to sum up the present situation in Europe.

A n automobile traveling at high speed between Baltimore and 
Washington struck a bridge, and a young lady passenger was 
thrown to the ice of the river below and broke her neck. 
Her male 
escort was arrested and evidences of bootlegging were found about 
the car. 
A lieutenant of tin Washington police identified the 
man as one of Hie largest traffickers in bootleg whiskey at the na­ 
tional capital, and the records showed that he had been arrested 
less than a month before on a charge of selling liquor. 
Here is a concrete case of lax law enforcement, with the blame 
apparently resting equally between Hie police and the courts. The 
man had been arrested, but the courts did not see tit to lodge him 
in jail and he was permitted to pursue his trade. 
The police 
seemed to pay no further attention to him, although they admitted 
knowledge of his persistent law-breaking. 
The fatal accident in 
connection with one of his bootlegging excursions was the result 
of official negligence. 
W ith slight change in the circumstances, the incident can 
probably be duplicated in every state. 
There are doubtless thou­ 
sands of bootleggers well known to the police who could be sent 
to jail if the arresting officers and judges would perform their 
plain duty. 
Such a situation is not due to any lack of personnel, 
neither does it require the services of a great detective to locate 
the culprits. The latter are already known in many cases and can 
be picked up and sent to prison whenever it suits the convenience 
of our public officials.
